Devil’s Island, notorious penal 
colony in French Guiana, on the 
| northeastern coast of South Am- 
jerica, is to be abolished. An- 
nouncement has been made in 
| Paris that Premier Blum’s Popu- 
,lar Front government will pass a bill 
in the chamber of Deputies: to end 
' transportation of criminals there. 
After years of agitation, during which 
a reform board condemned the dead- 
ly climate and the inhumane living 
| conditions, a move will be made to re- 

patriate all prisoners to the home soil 
(of France. 
Hence the grim old prison ship La 
| Martiniere will no longer convey its 
sordid cargoes of human wreckage to 
the colony, and the “abscess on the 
body colonial” will be healed. 


Ever since the Guiana penal colony 
was established by France in 1852, stor- 
ies of horror have emanated from it. 
One of the chief practices that had 
brought censure upon the colony was 
that of herding together all classes of 
'criminals—hardened convicts and 
' youths serving their first terms. So- 
‘cial conditions were reported of the 
worst and young men soon degenerat- 
|ed to the level of the lowest. Added 
‘to that was the heat, the insects and 
_the loneliness. All of this drove men 


‘raving mad.

REPORT ON SCHOOLS IN U.S.

The 1936 report of Dr. 
Studebaker, U. S. Commissioner of Ed- 
ucation, to Secretary of the Interior 
Ickes is perhaps the most comprehen- 
Sive ever made by the head of the U. 
S. Office of Education. This breadth 
of content is due primarily to the 
greatly increased activities now being 
carried on by the federal government’s 
educational service agency. 


The report abounds in succinct stat- 
ments by which one may quickly re- 
view not only the progress beinz made 
by the schools, colleges and uuiversi- 
ties of the country, but special proj- 
2cts being sponsored by the federal 
gcvernment unde: the directio: of the 
Coun missioner of Education. 


With respect to the condition of ed- 
ucation genera:y trreughout ine coun- 
iry, the repcrt sho™s improvemen‘ It 
QGiscioses that fewer states were in the 
necd of federal em-+¢ency funds in keep 
ti--tr schools in o,eietion durin, 1926 
then during the .wo or three preced 
ing years. Tuo.c ssehool plan’s were 
ir proved throvuynct the nation with 
ihe assistance of the Fublic Woras Ad- 
n.‘nistration, ‘t is stated. 

Increase is shown in teachers’ salar- 
jes in both rua! anc urban oon nu.- 
ites and also in eapenditure: for op- 
eration and mainienances cf school 
plerts. 

Kindergartens, schools and_ classes 
for handicapped children, night 
schools, art, music, home economics, 
physical education, which were cur- 
tailed or eliminated in many school 
systems ‘during early years of the de- 
pression, are being gradually restored. 

Decrease in enrollments in the lower 
grades of the elementary schools con- 
tinues, due to the faliing birth rate, 
while high school enrollments have 
been increasing. 

The number of pupils who returned 
to high schools for post-graduate cour- 
ses and the number enrolling in jun- 
jor colleges were greatly increa:ed 

The continue of report cards is being 
amplified in many school sys-ems to 
enlist fuller parent co-operation for 
home guidance and as an aid in attain- 
ing newer educational goals. 

Use of tests in the classroom and 
guidance of puipls is becoming better 
defined and understood. | 

Educators and parents are recogniz- | 
ing the value of pre-school traising, as’ 
well as adult education. 

The following statements from the 
report show the attitude of the coun- : 
try toward the educational develop-' 
ment of young people: | 

An increase in guidance and coun-_ 
seling services by the schools is indi-' 
cated, and emphasis is placed upon vo-| 
cational training to prepare the youth 
for work and growth.. A number of, 
part-time and evening-school classes, | 
both vocational and general, were ‘n- 
augurated to attract young people. 

State, city, county and community 
surveys are being made to learn the 
specific needs and problems of the 
young person out of school. 

Seventy-five per cent of the Civilian 
Conservation Corps enrollees are now } 
voluntarily participating in some form ' 
of educational activity. During the 
year, 1,321 educational advisers, all col-; 
lege graduates, were appointed to the, 
nine Corps Areas of the CCC. It is es-' 
timated that 35,000 illiterate enrollces | 
have been taught to read and write in 
CCC camps. \ 

It is stated 145,531 men left the ccc, 
in one year’s time to accept employ-, 
ment. |

STATE'S MEAT 
CONSUMPTION 
GAINS IN 1936 


SACRAMENTO— Californians made 
1936 an eat-more-meat year, according 
| to figures announced by the Division 
of Animal Industry, State Department 
| of Agriculture. 

In 1936 a total of 5,630,796 cattle, 
hogs, sheep and goats were slaughter 
ed for food in California. That total 
may,be compared with 5,239,991 slaugh- 
tered in the state in the year previous. 

Of the total 1936 slaughter, 2,882,- 
543 animals were slaughtered in state 
inspected establishments and 758,298 in 
establishments operated under state ap- 
proved municipal inspection. Of 29,- 
951 carcasses condemned by meat in- 
spectors as unfit for food, 19,862 were 
condemned by state inspectors operat- 
ing under the direction of the Division 
of Animal Industry, and 3,362 were ta- 
ken from commercial channels by in- 
| spectors in plants operating under 
state approved municipal inspection. 

During 1936, a total of 63,706,687 
pounds of meat food products were 
manufactured under state meat inspec- 
tion while under state approved mu- 
;Nicipal inspection 50,518,341 pounds 
“were manufactured. Under state in- 
spection 6,588,275 pounds of fresh 
meats, and 56,062 pounds of processed 
meats condemned as unfit for human 
foods.
